that aha would attempt to ascertain it at a later date. Both letters were 
mailed from fraud* oburg, but it ic not known whether or not they bore a 
return address. 

3. FmieO&i's letter, which CAKBOaTD&A TE 1 s spouse actually read, 
limited Itself to announcing thai toe toad received a sentence of 1 $ years, 
but that he was otherwise quite well. Be apologised to his relative* 
for any ills his action might bring upon them, and requested that he 

be given hie wife 1 a address so that he might write to her. As a closing 
note he sent birthday greetings to his young son.
